Age of Fishes. 

The most striking characforlstle by 
which fishes of different ages can ho 
distinguished Is their size. IVut the 
size affords us only the means to ostl- 
raate tho age of younger fishes; as to 
fhe older, it cannot serve us as un In- 
dicntiou of their age, since their 
growth may vary according to tlie dif- 
ferent conditions of nutrition, so that 
often the younger fish will excel In 
l»lzo the much older flsh. There Is, 
however, at least as regards the tlslies 
of the Northern sens, n sure Indica- 
fion that betrays thoir age. It U tho 
otolites, or ear stones. These ear 
stones grow as long as tho fish Itself 
contianee to grow, ond form annual 
riacB In tbe manner of trees. Tbe 
more annual rings shown hy n fish's 
ear stones the greater lis age. In 
thla way thaacaofaflshcanbaex' 
actly

tbe case of merchandise shipped tc 
ports on the west coast of South Amer 
len. At seTeral ports tbe extent of th« 
evil hns been greatly leoaened aa a re- 

sfilf of Insurance embargoes on goods 
dpsflnod for those ports or in response 
to constant complaint on the part of 
tho ronslgnees, according to Commerce 
Reports. In Mo'lendo pilfering, so far 
ns Bolivian goods are concerned, has 
heeti reduced to small proportions In 
consofjuence of nn ngrooment between 
the Peruvinn and Bolivian govern 
ments which provides for the prompter 
dispnfrh of merchandise for Bolivian 
destination. Nevertheless, the prob- 
lem of pilfering remains a aeriona one 
at prnctlcaBy aVH] 
const. 

Kernierly it was the fashion to say 
thiit niiieli of the pilfering took place 
In the riiiinnia Pannl Zone, and fhero 
was iiroliiihly some hasis for fhe stafo- 
inent in the days whi'n trafllc throngh 
the canal was stopt>ed l>y the slides In 
tiaillard c»it and freight was liadly 
cnngpstod nt Colon and Halboa. If Is 
well prohahly fnie. however, that even in 
those times much of the loss attriliuted 
to pllferini; was due to nuusual hand- 
ling or exjiosuro. Since tr.itflc tlirotigh 
!he canid hns heen resiiuM ii on a nor- 
mal Imsis the loss from pilfering In 
the Zone h^s heen r odBced to an 
almost negllgilile poini. 

Roods trans-shipiied to Colon and 
Balboa are stored In pier sheds imme- 
dlntely upon discharge. The sheils are 
larce. well hnllt, fireproof, and can be 
eiisilv L'niirdod and profectod. Both In 
the discharge from ship to pier and In 
tho reloading from pier to ship tho 
I'li'io'ii;! Itiiilroiid company exercises 
strict '<iiiii rvlsl(U) over all operations, 
since IT has charge of all port facili- 
ties and does most of the stevedoring. 
To iirotect Itself against claims for loss 
the railroad company long since Insti- 
tuted nn elahorntp checking system. 
Checkers not rinly fake account of the 
numher and weight of cases and pack- 
ages loaded or tiiiloiided on fhe piers 
hut also note the condition of tho con- 
tainers ns they puss over the piers and 
put aside for careful inspection cases 
that appear to ho underweight or to 
have heen tampered with. In many In- 
stances pilfering can ho detected hy a 
dllTerence in the recorded weight and 
tho weight on arrival in Panama, 
though pilferers nre clever enough, as 
a rule, to substitute articles of the 
sn ni^ wight for those they have ab- 
sTmeted. '-J* 

Moreover, n number of watchmen 
and defectives are employed by the 
Panama Rnllrond company. Some of 
the <letecflves work as dock laborers. 
Thw watchmen <'nnnot he In all parts 
of fhe pier .sheds, and In a far corner 
of a shed or a hold the stevedores may 
handle n cnso with such roughness as 
to cause it to break open, enabling its 
content*! to be easily carried off. De- 
tocflves can exert an effwflv* restrain- 
ing influence In such cn.ses. 

It is clear, then, that fhe precautions 
igainst pllferiag In tbe Panama Canal 
Zon(> nre extensive and effectlTe and 
that fhe source of the pIlforiagMil'ha 
.sought for elsewhere.
